“Danger? There just isn’t any. 
These stories you hear and read about 
the danger of our work, are a lot of 
punk,” said Major James C. Sawders, 
explorer, who spoke in assembly 
Thursday, as he scoffed at the com- 
mon idea of danger in exploration 
work.

“The man who is probably the best 
informed on the prehistoric nature 
and inhabitants of this territory is 
Samuel A. Barrett, director of the 
Milwaukee museum,” the explorer 
continued, “and you people here at 
home do not appreciate him.” 

“As Yl indicate in the assembly 
address, we find the approximate date 
| of remains by taking into considera- 
tion all the facts we know and reach 
our conclusions by deduction. 

“Although scientists for the past 
thirty years have agreed that the so- 
called cradle of civilization lies in 
Asia, I, for reasons of my own, have 
been interested in our own prehistoric 
Americans and their development.” 

For those people who are interested 
in anthropology from a professional 
view, Major Sawders advises ‘an in- 
terested person to go to Harvard or 
the University of Pennsylvania.” 

“It is possivle,” he added, “to join 
an expedition without such training, 
but very improbable.”

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The funniest campus incident we 
have heard this fall happened during 
the registration period at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota.

The professor considered. “I would 
say your line is about 25 feet longer,” 
Christensen answered. 

“Okay,” the boy said, stepping out 
of the queue, “I’m a business man 
already.” And he registered for pre- 
business! 

Today we have very sad news for 
proprietors of restaurants near col- 
lege campuses. 

It is beginning to look as if fast- 
ing is a considerable aid to study. 

Drs. M. H. Elliott and W. C. Treat, 
Harvard university psychologists, 
have been experimenting with rats 
and have attained results that indi- 
cate the animals respond with a con- 
ditioned reflex, the most elemental 
manifestation of learning, twice as 
quickly when they are starved as 
when they have food in their stom- 
achs. Even a tiny bite of food cut 
down their aptitude considerably. 


Somewhat different studies on the 
same subject have recently been 
made at Colgate university where 
Prof. Donald A. Laird tested groups 
of brain workers after light and 
heavy lunches. After light meals 
they were 8.6 per cent faster in learn- 
ing and made 25.3 per cent fewer 
errors. The idea being that a big 
meal draws too much blood to the 
stomach and produces temporary 
“brain anemia.” 

Before leaving the question of psy- 
chological tests, we might inform you 
that a professor claims to have 
proven that most people do their best 
work immediately after a change of 
the weather—heat after cold, or rain 
after sunshine.

To Becoming Hair-Oil Salesman 


“The cost of maintaining the Bur- 


| eau of Indian affairs is greater than 


that of maintaining the Federal 
judiciary,” according to Charles Eagle 
Plume, Indian lecturer. ‘For this 
reason it isa juicy political plum and 
ripe for political exploitation and 
graft. Consequently, the outlook for 
the Indian is very pessimistic, al-

been taken. With a change in ad- 
Ministration practically every four 
years, an accurate prediction is of 
course impossible. 

“Conditions have been terrible. In- 
dian children have been chained to 
heir desks in school; many young 
ndians have been rented out to beet- 
growers. In the beet fields, large 
numbers of them have died during the 
first month of life, the mortality rate 
‘reaching the appalling sum of 27 per 
Starvation is rife. 
“Missionaries,” he continued, “have 
aided somewhat in relieving this sit- 
uation, but they also have done hor- 


| rible things. As Sitting Bull so aptly 


declared, ‘I’m a good Indian, but I’d 
make a poor Methodist.’ There is a 
large enough field for missionary 
work in the white race without turn- 
ing to the Indian. 

“It is true that many Indians after 
they have received a college educa- 


tion ‘go back to the blanket.’ They 
return to live among their people in 
preference to becoming a _hair-oil 
salesman or a clerk in Marshal Field’s. 


“Do you think I get a thrill out of 
registering in a huge, magnificient 
hotel, riding to great heights in a 
noiseless elevator and entering a cold 
and formally unemotional room?” he 
inquired heatedly. “I intend to have 
a little ranch in Montana. I don’t 
care if I make a living on it or not, 
and it doesn’t matter to me if the 
roof of my little log cabin leaks—T’ll 
plug the hole with my thumb. 


“An Indian would rather be back in 
the simple, though sometimes hostile, 
environment he knows and _ loves, 
where he is emotionally satisfied, 
than have wealth and the accompany- 
ing trials. 

“Which is the happier? I leave you 
to judge.”

Instrumental Quintette Will 
Accompany Harpist In 


Evening’s Program 


Alberto Salvi, known as the world’s 
greatest harpist, will appear on the 
first number of the Stout Lyceum 
course, Nov. 5, at 8:15 p.m., accom- 
panied by an instrumental quintette. 
The Lyceum committee feels that the 
Salvi quintette is an ensemble of the 
kind one rarely has the opportunity 
to encounter in the concert world. 

The harpist was born in Venice, 
Italy, the son of a noted harp maker 
of that city. The elder Salvi realized 
the boy’s affection for the instrument, 
and built him a miniature harp that 
could be managed by the lad. 

When only seven years old Salvi 
was mastering the early technique of 
the harp, and by the time he was 
fourteen, he was studying seriously, 
devoting as many as seven hours a 
day to practice. 

Few men are willing to give such 
unceasing devotion to their work. The 
size of the instrument, the fact that 
it must be played wih the finger tips, 
and the fact that there are seven 
pedals which must be used as skill- 
fully as fingers (for they are the 
half-tones) explains a few of the dif- 
ficulties Salvi mastered in his youth. 

“The Spirit of the Harp” Salvi was 
called by his town folks at the age 
of 13, and it was then he won his first 
distinction, the Royal scholarship of 
the Naples Royal conservatory, in 
nation wide competition. The schol- 
arship paid his living expenses and 
tuition for eight years. Within five 
years he had completed the eight 
year curriculum, and was awarded the 
eight year diploma. 

Because Europe has scarcely been 
considered the happy hunting ground 
of musicians during. the past years; 
Salvi decided to try his luck in 
America. 

Since hisefirst few months in Amer- 
ica, when he appeared as soloist in 
a theatre orchestra in Chicago, he 
has been engaged in concert tours. 
He and his wife, a former Venetian 
sweetheart, have made their home 
near Chicago. 

When asked if he ever intends to 
leave America and make his home in 
Italy, he answers, “No,” very em- 
phatically. “America is the land of 
youth, hope, and ambition. Europe is 
a little too slow and too old for those 
who want to give much to many 
people.” 


Homecoming Balloons See New 


Nineteen blue and white balloons, 


messengers of Stout’s Homecoming 
35, sailed away on Oct. 12, a date 
that changed the history of the world. 

Therein lies the basis for the fol- 
lowing chronicle. 

Queen Isabella of Spain, tall, spec- 
tacled Stout grad of 1935, whose heart 
was touched by the sight of the weep- 
ing Columbus, provided the money 
and ships which would carry him far 
across the seas in search of a theore- 
tical land. And so Columbus boarded 
his ship and set out upon the blue 
sea. 

For days they cruised upon the 
waves, and each morning found the 
crew more worn and bedraggled. Sev- 
eral times they threatened to lynch 
the brave Columbus, but Columbus 
cried, “Sail on! Sail on! Sail on and 
on!” 

As the twelfth day drew near, and 
the men again approached Columbus, 
a small white man in the rear of the 
ship sighted land, and immediately 
fainted. The crew sailed near, and 
rejoiced. And so they landed. 

But who were the brave men who 
dared to sail the sea, perhaps to sail 
to their doom? Nineteen balloons 
fifteen blue ones and four white, re- 
leased at the Stout Homecoming 
game, with this note (the “Columbus” 
of the story) attached by George 
Hislop ’35 grad, (“Queen Isabella,” 
if you like): 

This balloon was released from 
Homecoming at Stout Institute, Me- 
nomonie, Wis., Oct. 12,2 p.m. Please

When Columbus and his men sight- 
ed land, it was in upper Michigan, 
near Palmer. After scouting along 
the land, they prepared to return to 
Spain, but they sent a herald ahead 
to tell the queen and her court. The 
herald bore this message to the 
throne: 


“The Stout- 


Palmer, Mich. 
Oct. 28, 1935 


Dear Sirs:— 

The string of balloons mentioned 
in your note was found on Oct. 24, 
1935—9:00 a.m. at upper Michigan, 
Marquette county, Richmond town- 
ship, Section 34. 

I counted 19 balloons in this string, 
fifteen blue ones and four white ones. 

Yours truly, 
Mr. Emil A. Larson 
Palmer, Michigan 
Box 134. 
P.S. Your balloons will be returned 
if so requested. 

And as Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica on Oct. 12 of 1492, so the Stout 
balloons completed their quest which 
began on Oct. 12, 1935.

Rochester, N.¥.—Construction of 
he University. of Rocheater’s $10,000 
yclotron, or “atom-smasher,” is rap- 
dly nearing: completion here under 
he direction of Dr. Lee A. DuBridge

‘The Rochester cyclotron will con- 
ume 100,000 watts of electricity and 
vill break atoms with a force of 
1,000,000 volts.

instructor’s office, a store room, and 
an office for practice teachers. 

Room 204, now used for elements 
of hand woodwork will be directly 
connected with the lecture room next 
to it, and the two will be used for 
experimental purposes in practice 
teaching. 


Install Cabinets 


A colorful atmosphere will be made 
in the second floor corridor with ef- 
fective, illuminated display cabinets. 
Room 102 will undergo extensive 
changes to meet the needs of a mod- 
ern general woodwork shop, and the 
general building construction shop 
will be expanded. 

The whole building interior will be 
painted, the partitions and walls will 
be made permanent, and the roof will 
be reconstructed firmly enough so 
that it can be used as a floor for an 
additional story. 

The W.P.A. project also includes 
the completion of changes that have 
taken place in the IE building in the 
last few years. The major changes 
will include reconstruction of room 
33 for a general electrical shop and 
a remodeling of room 34 to provide a 
hallway for easy access to newly con- 
structed offices. Room 28 which has 
been developed to meet demands upon 
the one man industrial arts depart- 
ment will also receive further expan- 
sion. 

Decorate HE Corridor 


Besides these developments and ex- 
pansions of physical plant in connec- 
tio with educational progress, there 
will be a number of decorative pro- 
jects included in the WPA program. 

The painting of murals on the cor- 
ridor walls of the HE building is 
expected to be of special interest to 
the student body, as well as a pos- 
sible extension to the library which 
is being considered. 

Dormitories also take a part in this 
project, especially the Lynwood hall 
and the Bertha Tainter Annex. Each 
will be completely overhauled, plas- 
tering, painting, and varnishing being 
done. The recreation room of Lyn- 

wood will get a new floor and the 

Annex is to have a new exit to the 
south lawn. The Bertha Tainter hall 
will also have necessary painting and 
decorating. 

Part Of Program 

This modernization reconstruction 
project is part of The Stout Insti- 
tute’s program in recognition of pres- 
ent day educational developments; 
the progressively changing curricu- 
lum and the trends in demands upon 
industrial educators. 

The administration has had as its 
criterion the recognition, interpreta- 
tion, and adaptation of the educational 
program to change within industry 
and occupations, within governmental 
policy, within accepted social-economic 
goals, and within the contemporary 
educational philosophies.

such persons we might provide a 
place in which to take care of this 
necessity to their heart’s content so 
that when they are through we can 
feel that they can be trusted in pub- 
lic to be worthy representatives of 
our school. It is certain that out- 
siders hearing this particular cheer 
carry away an unfavorable impression. 


Both of these defects might be 
overlooked if the phrase was really 
yellable. But solely from the view- 
point of the factors that go to make 
a good yell it is the weakest one we 
have. Compare “fight like hell” with 
the staccato incisiveness of “fight! 
fight! fight!” The former is always 
slurred and dragged, the latter can 
be as sharp as pistol shots. 


All our cheers should be weighed 
with this point in mind. I am glad 
to see that our cheer leaders are in- 
troducing new yells from time to time. 
I hope that they will continue to do 
so, for our present list becmoes tire- 
some with constant repetition. There 
must be many syllables and phrases 
that would give excellent results. But 
“fight like hell” is not one of them. 
If it does not even measure up to the 
standards of a good yell, it certainly 
has no place on our roister. 


Let us, then, consider this matter, 
not necessarily from the viewpoint of 
morals, which I have not discussed, 
but on the factors of vulgarity, schvol 
provincialism and immaturity, and 
value as a stimulating yell. In my 
own opinion it is a failure on all 
three counts, and should be thrown on 
the scrap heap. Does anyone agree?

New Process’ Revolutionizes 
Modern Furniture 
Production 


By Clarence Beauchamp 
In a recent issue of the Furniture 
Manufacturer, there appeared an 
article which dealt with a _ revolu- 
tionary idea as applied to the pro- 
duction of modern furniture. 


As new materials are being intro- 
duced, there is bound to be new de- 
velopment in home furnishings. All 
of us have seen the recent trends in 
design and materials as expressed in 
the electric refrigerator, stoves, and 
the radio. 


The use of such materials as cello- | 
phane for draperies, various pressed 
woods for wall paneling, cork for 
floor covering and tubular and flat 
steel for porch and sunroom furniture 
were the fore-runners of the applica- 
tion of modern materials to modern 
methods of fabrication. 


The very latest development as seen 
on the furniture market is steel fur- 
niture entirely covered with a wood 
veneer. The construction of the furni- 
ture consists of steel framework and 
structural parts with a metal base. 
The metallic sound usually accom- 
panying steel furniture is absent due 
to the process of laminating veneer 
on steel, plus a panel fastened to the 
inside of the case back. 

Some of the advantages of this 
furniture are the fact that it is rela- 
tively light in comparison to wood 
furniture; can be shipped in a knocked- 
down position; it is non-corrosive and 
termite proof, and lacks the coldness 
of the ordinary metal product. 

It is true that the use of flat molded 
steel for furniture is not particularly 
new, isasmuch as office manufacturers 
have been utilizing this material for 
some time in filing cabinets, desks, 
and chairs. If the manufacturing of 
this modern furniture is a success,

Education Costs 


Survey Shows State’s Taxes 
For Nation Exceeds 
School Support 


Our current notion that the federal 
government is some sort of a fairy 
god papa who bestows favors and 
expects nothing in return must be 
revised if we make an impartial 


to the support of our national govern- 
ment, according to a recent study of 
the Wisconsin Education association 
at Madison as published in the De- 
cember issue of the Wisconsin Journal 
of Education. 

The study compares the amount 
Wisconsin pays to the support of the 
federal government with our support 
of the state’s educational system. As 
education in Wisconsin is largely “Aren’t you 
tax the federal tax bill can be meas- 


payments. 
Compare Costs 


According to the figures of the Wis- 


izens and corporations of this state 
paid to the federal government in 
income taxes $12,306,619—approxi- 
mately the amount spent on high 
school education in Wisconsin last 
year. Wisconsin paid $558,976 on dis- 
tilled liquor—over five times the 
amount paid supervising teachers in 
Wisconsin. 

Wisconsin’s beer tax of $22,910,281 
paid to the federal government con- 
stituted an amount approximately 
equal to the tax revenue of all city 
schools in the state last year! Our 


ment totalled $98,488, about the same 
amount as the state provided for the 
education of crippled children. 

Under the manufacturers excises 
which include such items as auto tires 
and tubes, chasis and accessories, 
matches, etc., we 
paid $4,776,128—about a million dol- 
lars more than the entire county tax 
for schools and school aids. In stamp 
taxes we paid $839,053—an amount 
nearly double the amount the schools 
received from the common school 
fund. The stamp tax on playing cards 
alone was over $509,000. 


Federal Taxes Greater 
Totaling all internal revenue tax- 
contributions to the federal 
government we find that Wisconsin 
pays out a staggering total of $45,- 
838,316, a sum sufficient to give ade- 
quate support to all elementary, high 
schools, and vocational schools in the 
state. 

When one adds the agricultural ad- 
justment program taxes ($5,720,386) 
to the internal revenue taxes enum-

The certification jeouipeieents for 
teachers in public schools are being 
raised in many states as shown by a 
recent study made by Registrar 
Gertrude M. O’Brien. The survey 
shows that since 1930 nearly aj! states 
have passed laws requiring all high 
school ‘teachers: to hoki the bachelor’s 
degree. 

The degree was tite minimum requi- 
site for teachers of academic subjects 
many states prior to 1930. Recent 
changes, however, have brought voca- 
tional subjects including home eco- 
nomics and industrial arts within the 
range-of-the requirements. sct: for the 
other teaching fields.

Karen Fladoes of the Home Service

\In reading this letter a better un- 
derstanding.is obtained of the work 
required in home service departments. 

“T am always at a loss to explain 
in a few words the nature of home 
service jobs because we do almost 
anything that we may be called on to 
do for our customers, from teaching 
how to boil water to keeping your 


consumption of gas and eis 
and to promote the sale of appliances. 

“To do this we conduct classes in 
cooking, present lecture demonstra- 
tions on home lighting, we talk to 
women’s clubs on almost any -subject 
pertaining to housekeeping. A di- 


vision of-our-department makes home 


lighting surveys, tells the story of the 
relationship between light and seeing, 
and makes such recommendations as 
may be necessary for improving light- 
ing in the home. Another division 
calls on our range customers to make 
sure that women understand the vop- 
eration of the heat controlled range 
and to answer any complaints that 
may arise. We broadcast twice a 
week for fifteen minutes on house- 
keeping subjects. 
it may be laundering, it may be light- 
ing, it may be house heating. 

“We have a five-room English type 
house with an adjoining auditorium 
about.175 people. The house, 
of course, exists for no other rea: 
than to provide a background for the 
appliances and lighting. From time ot 
time the -house has been refurnished 
and appliances have been changed as

A. C..LAMB IS 
MAINTENANCE ENGINEER 


The following letter comes from A. 
C. Lamb, maintenance engineer of 
the Hamtramck, Mich., public schools. 
Mr. Lamb is the brother of Lee Lamb, 
superintendent of schools at Flint, . 
Mich. His letter tells of a situation 
unusual for Stout graduates. 

“Your letter classifying me among 
the unusual, was somewhat startling. 
I had visions of being on exhibit in a 
cage or a museum. As I read on, my 
fears were allayed. 

“The job I am on at the present: 
time on which I am known as the 
maintenance engineer, entails the. op- 
eration and the maintenance of the 
entire physical plant for the school 
system. This means, the cleaning, re- 
pairing, alterations, building of new 
buildings, and the upkeep of build- 
ings and the equipment, including al! 
the educational equipment, musical 
instruments, athletic equipment, band 
uniforms, and all of the other various 
things needed in the school system. 
In 1931, we completed the Copernicus 
Junior "High school, which is still 
rated as one of the finest and more 
modern junior schools in the United 
States. 

“In 1931, I was invited to attend 
the convention of National. Public. 
School Business officials in Los An- 
geles, Cal., and speak on the con- 
struction and planning of this ‘build- 
ing. ‘That was the best vacation I 
have had in the last ten years and the 
last one, by the way. 

“The circumstances which lead me 
into this job are many. After grad- 
uating from The Stout Institute in 
f | 1914, I taught school for three years 
in- Wisconsin,—Nebraska,.and _Michi-_ 
gan. I got so thoroughly disgusted 
with teaching, I quit. I took a job 
as a blacksmith at which I worked 
almost a year. Then I went to the 
engineering department of the Buick 
Motor company in Flint, Mich., where 
I was attached to the Efficiency En- 
gineering department as an efficiency 
engineer on production.

All.the furnishings were 

of the most elaborate kind, and the 

accommodations offered to a traveler 

were very complete. With three 

meals a day, lunch in between meals, 

various games that were played on 

the decks, and dancing and singing 
every evening, one could not help but 
enjoy the voyage. 

“The boat stopped at several towns 
on the way to Juneau, and the passen- 
gers were given the seinee © of — 
ashore to look around.

The only Sadutivies in these 
towns are fishing, hunting, and min- 
ing. 

“At Prince Rupert I set out to look 
up an old friend of my mother, John 
Moody, who is widely known in these 
parts as Brother Moody.

“Bear and deer could ae seen along 
the shores in several places. At times: 
the water seemed. to be full of por- 


poise which followed our boat for 


many miles taking their turns to come 
to the surface of the water. | 


“During the forenoon of the second 
day on board ship, someone spotted 
five whales. They came very close to 
the boat, and everyone who was in- 
terested had a good opportunity to see 
what a whale looked like: We went 
through about ten miles of water that 
was filled with small-icebergs. Hun- 
dreds of hair seal could be seen and 
these added to the interésting sights |! 
{. had: seen since. I left home... 

“I enjoyed the boat trip ®ry much, 
but at the end of four days I was 
rather glad to put niy’féet on the 
docks of Juneau, which was to’ be my 
néw home. ° 
on the boat who were returning’ to 
Juneau and so I did not feel all <alorie 
in Alaska. 


“I have been in Jurieau, Alaska, six 
weeks and have taken every oppor- 
tunity to find out all that I could 
about its industries, climatic condi- 
tions, and inhabitants. 


“Juneau, the capital of Alaska, has 
a population of seven thousand five 
hundred. Tt is the largest city in the 
territory. All the United States gov- 
ernment officials are located here and 
have their offices in a very modern 
ee 
1934. 

“The city covers very little ground 

and is somewhat crowded together. 
The reason for this is because level 
ground is not available. Juneau is 
backed up on three sides with snow 
covered mountains which range from 
thirty-six to forty thousand feet in 
height, and the good old Pacific ocean, 
the only way out of Juneau, lies on 
the somite side. Part of the city is 
bu —mountain—side—and. the 
of it is built on platforms that 
ce out over the water. One’s credit 
is very good here in Juneau, and I 
can understand why. One could not 
get out if he wanted to. This is one 
place in the old world where justice 
can put its finger on its man. People 
in Juneau hardly know what hold- 
‘ups, robberies, and kidnapping cases 
are. 

“This city is: considered the most 
beautiful in all Alaska, and I know 
you would agree with me, if you could 
see the beautiful snow covered moun- 
tains, mountain streams gushing down 
from their peaks and glaciers nestled 
below their rocky cliffs. 

“Two of the largest glaciers are 
located near Juneau and I have had 
the good fortune of visiting both of 
them. The Mendenhall glacier, which 
is eighty miles long, lies north of 
Juneau about twelve miles, and the 
coe glacier which is more than two 


sas miles south of Juneat. Both 
glaciers are hundreds of feet in depth 
and are composed of solid ice. It 
would be nice to have one of them 
around on some of those hot days we 
‘have back in Wisconsin, but I won't 
promise to bring either of thém back 
with me. 

“Speaking of one’s first impression 
of something being a lasting one, 
mine certainly was, and I. must say 
it was not such a desirable one either. 
When I arrived in Juneau it was -rain- 
ing, and it has rained every day but 
three since I have beén here. It 
rains steadily and hard all of the time. 
I would say that it is a good thing 
Juneau is built on the side of a moun- 
tain, and has the ocean to carry ita 
excess rain away. They have had 
over one hundred inches of rainfall 
‘here in Juneau already this season 
and they tell me that this amount is 
unusually small. Thirty days of sun- 
shine in the course of a year is con- 
sidered very good weather in these 
parts. A well dressed man, or at 
least a sensibly dressed man, wears 
@ pair of hip boots, a double duty 
‘rain coat, and a wide rim, water proof

“Wild game. and bird hunting. is 
very good around this. country. ‘Al 
kinds of. duck,. geese,. grouse, : 

Big game hunting is. of 
course the most important. Deer and 
mountain sheep are very plentiful. and 
bear are altogether too thick around 
the rivers and mountain streams, 

“They have three species of bear, 
the black, grizzly, and brown bear. 
The brown bear is the most plentiful 
and by far the most vicious of all the 


species. The killing of the large brown 


bear is.encouraged, but most. hunters 
do not care to venture into the woods 
where they are. Hunters go in 
groups while hunting the brown bear. 
A large number: have already been 
killed this fall. 

“Two hunters from Jaienan. killed a 
brown bear that weighed nineteen 
hundred and eighty-seven pounds. I 
saw the skin. It was at least twelve 
feet square. They shot this particu- 
lar bear seventeen times with high 
powered rifles before they got him.

“Juneau, hhuks has two daily 
newspapers and gets all the world 
news ‘red hot.’

“This city also has a beinndenating 
station, KINY, and recently broad- 
casted the world series, play by play. 
There are nine steamship companies 
and three airplane transportation 


companies that offer their service to| 


the people of Juneau. Juneau is a 
complete little city in every respect 
with every kind of business place and 
with men for every trade and pro- 
fession. The people are confined to 
their’ own city because they have no 
roads to connect them with other 
cities. : 
There are just a few miles of road 
ming-along the coast. Building 
pines is a very difficult problem- 
because of the mountains, glaciers, 
and waters. The maximum difference 
between high and low tide here is 
twenty-four feet. The water is either 
going out or coming in all of the time. 
“The cost of living in Juneau is 
very high and the reason for this is 
because it is so far away from the 
source of supplies. All food stuff is 
shipped in from the states, They do 
have several dairies here in Juneau. 


‘Milk from these dairies sells for 


twenty cents a quart, and cream one 
dollar a quart. - 

“Rent is also very high as most 
people. live in large apartment houses. 
There are a few very nice homes,-but 
the majority of private homes are 
just shacks. Persons who have to 
rent rooms and buy their meals. can 
not expect to get by for less than 
seventy-five dollars a month and. in 
most cases it will cost them more. 
Other incidentals which are needed 


will cost them about double the price- 


in Wisconsin. 

“I have tried to give you some idea 
of what I saw on the trip, and my 
new home in Alaska. I miss good old 
Wisconsin very much, and will be giad 
to see it again next summer. I surely 


enjoy getting mail from friends at} 


home. Let this be a hint to you, my

“Wher this connie was completed, 
the superintendent asked me to take 
over and organize the. maintenance 
and operation of the school buildings. 
Up to that time, all the repairing, 
building, making of additions and 
alterations, had been done by con- 
tractors and the board had found it 
very costly. It was their-opinion that 


| this work could be done by the board 


of education at a great saving, and 
I was asked to take charge’ of it. 
Since that time, we have rebuilt one 
school, put additions on two others 
and built one complete new building 
with a capacity of 3700 children. In 
addition to this, all the repairing and 
maintaining of heating plants, pumps, 
électricat equipment. and all other fea- 
tures of the physical plant, repairing 
and building of new furniture, have 
been done in our own organization at 
a@ very considerable saving, over what 
it used to be. 

“For the past three. ‘years, we handl- 
ed the CWA, CERA, and now PWA 
programs in this department. At the 
present time, we have 116 women and 
65 men employed under the PWA 
program. Three more projects will be 
released at any time now. 

“I do not know that any one phase 
of my work is more interesting .than 
another. It is all interesting and con- 
tinues to be more so every year. I 
have recently been informed that be- 
ginning within a month or-se;- -l-wilh 
have to take over the work of di- 
rector of finance. This will add still 
more interest. .In addition to the 
training received at Stout, I have had 
only the academics réquired for my 
Master’s degree which I have com- 
pleted at the University of Detroit 
and expect to receive next June as I 
have only my thesis to complete this | erno 
work.

Purchase Will Be Made By Funds 
Appropriated By State 
Legislature 


The owners of the property south 
of the gymnasium have been notified 
that immediately on réceipt of ap- 
proved abstracts and titles, order will 
be issued for the purchase of that pro- 
perty, arrording to President Burton 
E. Nelson. 

To correct a misunderstanding that 
might have been given by an article 
posted on the bulletin board of the 
Industrial Arts building last week, this 
statement is made. Stout will own this 
field house location within the month. 

Clipping Posted 

The posted clipping was taken from 

a Madison paper of September 18, 
1935. It proves how easily words can 
be used to create the wrong impres- 
sion, according to Dean Bowman. 
- As no date was indicated in the 
clipping, the incorrect impression 
given by the article was that Stout’s 
purchase of the land as announced in 
the last Stoutonia was halted by an 
opinion given by the attorney general 
that opinion had to do with an entirely 
different property. It referred to the 
possible purchase of a new library 
location known as the Howison pro- 
perties. 

The article did however state that 
by legislative action the purchase of 
the two lots and houses proposed for 
the field house could be made. It was 
this procedure which was followed in 
order to get the legal right to pur- 
chase the land. 

President Nelson said in. an inter- 
view that at homecoming time last 
year the president and secretary of the 
board of trustees inspected the Howi- 
son property and were favorably 
impressed with the suggestion of 
buying it.

Humble Tin Can To Give Maximum 
Capacity Per Minimum Of Tin 


Two students in the School of In- 
dustrial Education must have had 
Scotch ancestors for they have figured 
out to the smallest fraction of a cubic 
inch the increase that could be made 
in the capacity of the humble tin can 
by merely changing its dimensions 

Each student in one of Daniel 
Green’s classes has been assigned a 
problem study of some certain phase 
of Industrial Education closely re- 
lated to the work in hand. 

Albert Mueller chose as his study 

“A Flow Sheet On The Manufactur- 
ing of Tin Cans’. A flow sheet is a 
series of related drawings in sequence 
showing relation of processes. Muel- 
ler found that standard can sizes had 
recently been changed and this sug- 
gested a maximum capacity can for 
a minimum of tin. 
Mr. Green had worked similar pro- 
blems in his engineering experience 
and suggested that Muller contact the 
mathematics department for the solu- 
tion of his problem. Mr. Mueller ask- 
ed Roy Foster, calculus shark, for his 
assistance along this line. 

Mr. Foster applied his calculus and 
found that the cylindrical can, to 
give maximum volume with a mini- 
“mum amount of tin, must have its 
length equal to its diametex. He took 


two cans which appear extensively on 
the market, one can which contained 
“Hiawatha Peas,” put up by the 
Stone-Ordean-Mills Co. Duluth, had 
demension so that the diameter near- 
ly equaled the length. 

He found that for this particular con- 
tainer that if the length were equal to 
the diameter, the volume would have 
been increased by four-tenths of a cu- 
bie inch. 

Next he examined a can containing 
“Gulf Kissed Oysters” put up by the 
Dorgan McPhillips Packing corpora- 
ting, Mobile, Ala. This can was five 
inches high and two and five-eighths 
inches in diameter. Mr. Foster found 
that the manufacturers could have 
taken the same amount of tin, shaped 
the can so that its height and diameter 
were equal, and thus increase the vol- 
ume by an additional two and six 
tenths cubic inches, or approximately 
one and one fifth tablespoons full 
more Oysters in each’ can. 

The conclusions drawn are, 
where the length is 
equal to the diameter that there is lit- 
tle loss in the material for any cer- 
tain content, but where the height 
continually increases, using the same 
amount of tin, the loss of volumn be- 
comes ever greater.

. partment of The Stout Institute began 
a study of the use of grades in in- 
struction. The committee sent out a 
questionnaire to Stout teachers asking 
‘their opinion on the use of grades in 
instruction at present, and on the use 


of grades in instruction as they ~be- 


lieved desirable. 

Nineteen teachers filled out the 
questionnaire. Ten teachers believed 
_that grades at present are used pri- 
marily to indicate to the student his 
relative standing in terms of other 
student’s performance. Six teachers 


indieate to the student his accomplish- 
ments in-terms of arbitrary standards 


vidual progress. On other items in the 
. Study there was a-wide divergence of 
_ opinion. = 
There was an ever-wider divergence 
of opinion on the question of a desir- 
able use of grades in instruction. Only 
seven teachers believed that grades 
shoukd be primarily used to indicate

During the current college year, it 
has been possible to resume the pro- 
gram of equipment adjustment in the 
Stout shops, in terms of the develop- 
ing demands on industrial education 
in the modern curriculum revision.

EDUCATION IN- 
CHEMISTRY TODAY 


“It will not be many years until even 
the freshman courses in chemistry will 
be devoted almost entirely to the prob- 


lems of physical chemistry.” So said; 


a prominent professor of chemistry in 
a large mid-western university during 
a lecture in a course of advanced 
chemistry before a class of teachers 
of the subject. 

Many of the older texts placed their 


emphasis largely upon chemical facts 


pertaining to properties of the ele- 
ments and compounds discussed. These 
texts neglected entirely, or thrust into 
advanced courses such topics of theory 
theory”, “ionic theory” and “oxidation 
’80, who has been teaching at pate 
and reduction”. rae 

Now, the beginner is very early 
made conscious of the theory of atom- 
ic structure and the relationship which 
this bears to the chemical properties 
of the elements. Very closely assoc- 
iated with the theory of atomic struc- 
ture is the ionic theory which is made 
the basis for the study of chemical 
reaction taking place in solution. This 
is not confined to inorganic chemistry 
but the newer-trends-in organic chem- 
istry also tend.to consider chemical 
reaction from the same _ electronic 
yiewpoint. 


Since atomic structure | detérmines. 


chemical properties, any attempt to 
classify elements according to similar 
structure will of necessity be impor- 


tant. Such a classification is shown in|. 


the periodic system, which is indeed 
the nucleus about which inorganic 
chemistry is built. 
...Many mathematical problems are 
now considered a legitimate part of a 
beginner’s course, since they aid stu- 
dents in clarifying their ideas on 
these more or less intangible topics. 
The newer methods of teaching, 
such as individualized instruction, have 
always been made use of in the chem- 
istry laboratory.

NEW TRENDS IN 
HOME EC. EDUCATION 

The modern philosophy of education 
sees an individual program as worth- 
while only us it helps the individual 
to live a satisfying life in an ever 
changing world. Hence goals in 
home economics are being set up in 
terms of changed behavior in the in- 
dividual, and progress in learning is 
coming to be measured by the way in 
which the individual meets life situa- 
tions. 

Teach Less and Teach Better 

In the realm of subject matter two 
trends seem unmistakable. One is the 
selection of minimum essentials for 
increasing unanimity of opinion on the 
selection of minimum essentials for 
all girls on a certain educational 
level. Certain basic learnings have 
been pretty well agreed upon as fo- 
cusing points in teaching situations, 
and as guides in setting up learning 
activities. As an outgrowth of this, 
perhaps, there is developing a keen 

realization among class room teachers 
that it is highly undesirable to at- 
tempt to touch upon everything per- 
taining to a subject.; “Teach less and 


teach—it-better”-seemsto-be the ac- 


cepted (though not always practiced) 
slogan of most thoughtful home econ-_ 
omists. Study material on the secon- 
dary level is increasingly available, 
particularly in the field of personal . 
and family :relationships. 

-A survey of present practice seems 
to indicate that many home economics 
classes are meeting for a short period 
of from forty-five to sixty minutes. 
The choice of learning experiences is 
somewhat controlled by the length of 
the teaching period; many teachers

Dr. Eurich Talks 
To Faculty On 
Testing Program 


Gives Detailed Description On 
Building Tests For 
Achievement 


“It is in the terms of purpose of 
examinations rather than in terms of 
objectivity and subjectivity that I 
want to consider this matter of com- 
prehensive examinations.” ai 

With this statement Dr. Alvin Eu- 
rich, assistant to President Coffman 
of the- University of Minnesota, 
sounded the keynote of his talk to che 
faculty Tuesday afternoon on the use 
of the comprehensive examination. 


Dr. Eurich was brought here by Pres-|- 


ident Nelson because of the rapidly 
spreading use of the comprehensive 
examination on the college level. 

' Testing Philosophy 

Stressing the unimportance of ob- 
jectivity or subjectivity as to type, 
Dr. Eurich stated his philosophy in 
building achievement tests as follows: 

“Comphehensive examinations that 
are to be achievement tests must 
grow out of the instruction that is 
offered in the course or groups of 
courses that contribute to the com- 
prehensive examination.” 

Elaborating on this philosophy he 
continued: 

“An examination is not an achieve- 
ment test if it is building from items 
that have no contact with the instruc- 
tion given in the course. 

“We have to determine what our 

objectives are for these courses, the 
way in which the material contributes 
to the objective, the way each course 
contributes to the total educational 
program in order to be sure of our 
ground in building comprehensive ex- 
aminations. 
To further illustrate his philosophy 
of the achievement test Dr. Hurich 
gave a detailed account of the work 
of the Examination committee for the 
general college at Minnesota univer- 
sity. 

“There is no phase of our education 
program, if we think of that program 
in terms of what it is doing for our 
students, that an examination pro- 
gram of this type doesn’t influence.” 
he said in closing. 

“Tt is primarily from that point 
that I am interested in building com- 
p”ehensive examinations, because all 
stimulations are along lines for bet- 
ter construction, better choice of ma- 
terials, better attention to what ma- 
terials presented in class are doing to 
students.”

NEA Convention 


Policies, Relationships, And 
Many Other Topics 
Discussed 


President Burton E. Nelson returned 
Sunday, March 1, after spending ten 
days attending three national educa- 
tional conventions in St. Louis. 

The general impression President 
Nelson gathered from many meetings 
is that this year’s convention will be 
remembered as one in which were 
made more positive statements of ed- 
ucational policy, greater determination 
to build along constructive lines, pro- 
nounced convictions that there must 
be a closer relationship between ac- 
tivities in the school room and out- 
side the school room, and that freedom 
of the teacher should not be curtailed 
in his attempt to get the truth. 

Over and over again expression was 
given to the belief that a teacher has 
' no right to impose his convictions or 

his opinions upon his class, but he 
must be left perfectly free to develop 
the thinking of his students by provo- 
cative statements and ingenuous ques- 
tions. 

Propaganda of all sorts was re- 
ferred to in many programs. The in- 
fluence of the newspaper, magazine, 
radio, and all types of advertising was 
analyzed and cataloged in several 
departments. But through all these 
discussions ran the implication that 
the teacher must not be a propagan- 
dist. 

The type of program, that ran 
through the convention of the depart- 
ment is illustrated by one meeting in 
which Norman Thomas for the Social- 
ists, Henry F. Allen of Kansas for 
the Republicans, and Albin Barkley 
of Kentucky for the Democrats, each 
in his turn, presented the claims of 

_his particular party for the support 
of the people. 

In like manner all assemblies were 
set up with the debate element as the 
consideration, and even when student 
groups came before the convention for 
demonstration purposes, they came in 
an argumentative frame of mind. 

At the first convention, the National 
Guidance Ass’n, which was attended 
by 400 or 500 people from all parts 
of the country, Wisconsin people were 
well represented on the program. Dr. 
Edgerton of the University of Wiscon- 
sin appeared several times. Mr. Pat- 
tison of Milwaukee who is connected 
with the Apprenticeship Program, and

At the convention of the American 
'‘Ass’n of Teachers’ Colleges, luncheon 
and dinner meetings added to the reg- 
ular sessions made the convention al- 
most a continuous program. Reports 
pf standing committees probably con- 
stituted the most important features 
of the convention. All the teachers’ 
colleges of the country are members 
of this association and the develop- 
ments in the association depend pretty 
largely upon the annual reports of the 
Committee on Standards and Surveys, 
the Committee on Accrediting and 
Classification, Committee on Profes- 
sional Ethics, and the Library com- 
mittee. 

There were excellent papers, of 
course, and several inspiring addres- 
ses, but there was an absence of the

While there may be some virtue to 
Mr. C. Warned William’s sculpturing, 
very little of it has been revealed in 
his program. 

The twenty-five minute portrait of 
Margaret Miller was the only genuine 
piece of showmanship, which in itself 
certaily cannot do justice to sculptur- 
ing as a legitimate art. Hence his 
resort to the spoken language in at- 
tempting a feeble defense of popular 
artistic misconceptions. 

This is the first season that the Ar- 
tist Williams has been on a lecture 
tour. Previous to this he held pri- 
vate classes in his studio. He is by 
no means anxious to pursue either 
teaching or lecturing, except for econ- 
omic reasons. Commissions for por- 
traits are apparently few and far be- 
tween. 

At present he is commissioned to 
do a portrait of Dalanater who is the 
associate conductor of the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra. Exhibitions 
have been quite favorable to Mr. Wil- 
liam’s works of sculpture. Within the 
past few years he has won some $3,- 
000 in prizes. 

Mr. William’s studio and home is 
just north of the Chicago loop within 
few blocks of Lake Michigan. He is 
married and has a son five years old 
who spends much of his time drawing 
in dad’s studio. Mrs. Williams does 
occasional lecturing at the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago and designing for in- 
terior decorators. 


Crisis Will Result In 
Reversals Claims Beard 


New York (ACP) A continuing or 
recurrent economic crisis will result 
in the reversal of recent Supreme 
Court decisions, according to Dr. 
Charles A. Beard, famous historian. 

“Only on the theory that the coun- 
try will never again have to face a 
crisis,’ he said in a recent address, 
“can we assume that a government 
stripped of the power to legislate in 
the general interest will endure. To 
cherish such a theory is to fly in the 
face of the recorded experience of 
this nation and all mankind.” 

“There is not a word in the Consti- 
tution that expressly or by implica- 
tion declares that the Constitution 
must be strictly interpreted by any- 
body,” Dr. Beard declared. “That is a 
fiction largely created by Thomas Jef- 
ferson when he was trying to unhorse 
Hamilton, and flagrantly violated by 
Jefferson all through his two adminis- 
trations.”

Washington, D. C.—APC—No one 
thinks of Washington except as the 
seat of the nation’s government, yet 
this city has another, although lesser 
claim to distinction, and that is its im- 
portance as a college town. For Wash- 
ington has four universities and a 
number of small colleges within the 
city limits, and all of them doing quite 
well from the standpoint of student 
enrollment. 

The universities are Georgetown, 
George Washington university, Cath- 
olic university and American univer- 
sity. Wilson Teachers college, Colum- 
bia College of Law, and the Washing- 
ton Law school are a few of the col- 
leges. Probably the first three of the 
four universities named are the only 
ones known to people outside the 
District of Columbia, mainly by vir- 
tue of what publicity their athletes 
get from tme to time. The fourth, 
American university, although one of 
the outstanding graduate schools in 


the country commands little or no 
national press mention. 
The composition of the _ student 


bodies of these schools is rather inter- 
esting. The sons and daughters of 
government employees and officials of 
varying importance, of legislators 
having semi-permanent residence here, 
and of foreign diplomats make up the 
‘greatest part of their enrollments. 
Many an out-of-town student of a 
middle class family casually bringing 


‘thome the son of an ambassador for

They mingle 
readily and naturally with the scores 
of young college trained New Dealers 
who not so long ago were undergrad- 
uates themselves at the leading uni- 
versities of the country. You find them 
at the same lectures, the same open 
dances, the same concerts.

literature of the masses. As the red 
ink years have continued the prole- 
tarian spirit in literature has steadily 
grown. 


A significant localized controversy 
has occured at the University of Mich- 
igan. There the editors of the Daily 
have put the bee on the library offi- 
cials for not including in their files 
the important recent works about the 
working classes. Only the journalism 
library has them, they contend. As 
significant books not accepted in the 
regular library they name, “Land of 
the Free,” “To Make My Bread,” and 
“Crisis of the Middle Class.” 

Quite unaccountably, we find our 
selves with a sudden rush to the head 
of stories about absent-minded col- 
lege professors. We do not recall 
where the stories originated, nor 
whom they concerned, but our remem- 
brance of all of them suggests that 
there is a basis of truth for each one. 


The Colleges, of all places, are 
showing a drop in literacy, says 
Barnard’s Dean Virginia C. Gilder- 
sleeve. One wonders. There is little 
question about the illiteracy; one 
wonders merely if it is on the in- 
crease.

California Scientists 
To Try Out ‘Death Ray’ 


Berkeley, Cal.—-University of Cali- 
fornia scientists here have completed 
the set up for man’s first experiments 
with a reaily lethal “death ray’’, 14 
times as powerful as the X-ray, and 
so dangerous that approach from any 
direction to within 50 feet is unsafe. 

The ray is a powerful beam of neu- 
trons, the ultimate particles of atoms 
discovered four years ago by English 
scientists. 

The first sizable beam of these neu- 
trons is produced in the heart of the 
field of an 80-ton magnet by a method 
discovered by Prof. E. O. Lawrence 
of the University of California. 

Involved, though at present unpre- 
dictable, are possibilities for the fields 
of medicine, chemistry and general 
industry. The neutrons, streaming in 
all directions from the big magnet, are 
not stopped by any known type of 
shield, not even by lead. They pass 
through the yard-thick coil of the big

Austrian Lads Carry Tradition 
Began Five Hundred 
Years Ago 


The Vienna Boys’ Choir, one of the 
famous musical organizations of the 
world, will appear at the Stout audi- 
torium on Monday evening, March 23, 
at 8:15 o’clock. 

Carry On Tradition 


Every Sunday morning, a troop of 
Australian lads, aged eight to eleven 
years, momentarily calm the boister- 
ous spirits of healthy boyhood, and 
solemnly march into the chapel of the 
Wilhelminenberg Castle situated on 
the wooded hills overlooking modern 
Vienna. Like miniature saints in 
flowing white robes, they take their 
places and sing Mass in sweet and 
flute-like voices. The are the Vienna 
Choir Boys, carrying on a tradition 
which began five hundred years ago. 

‘Wiener Saengerknaben’ 


It was Emperor Maximilian I who, 
in 1498, ordered.that his court chapel 
be graced with a choir of boys to sing 
Mass, the “Kyrie” and the “Santus”, 
which they still render today. Thus 
started, actually, the first musical im- 
pulse of the Austrian nation. The 
choirs of the Netherlands were used 
as models, and the Bishop; of Vienna 
became the choirmaster. Brilliantly, 
and with but one interruption during 
five centuries, this dynasty of choirs 
has continued. Bereft of state. sup- 
port, it flourishes today, and is known 
as the “Wiener Saengerknaben,” 
throughout Europe, and as the “Vien- 
na Choir Boys” in the cities and towns 
of America where it is now embarked 
on its fourth annual concert tour. 


Famed Among Ranks 


The history of, this institution is an 
eloquent record of Austria’s love and 
veneration for music. Franz Schubert, 
Mozart, Haydn rose from its ranks.

Survey of the Class of 1931 


Under: the direction of President} 


Nelson an alumni research committee 
composed of students has been making 


@ study of Stout alumni. This year 


the committee has been working on 

a survey of the class of. 1931. 
A questionaire was sent out to all 

graduates concerning their . salaries, 


their employment, and their martial} 


status. According to the information 
revealed in replies from 97 graduates, 
the 1936 average salary is $1800 per 
year, while the 1931 average salary 
was $1595. . However, the lowest sal- 
ary in 1986 was.$300 less than the 
lowest salary of 1931, while the: high- 
est salary paid in 1936, $3200, was 
$50 less than the highest salary paid 
in 1931. 

On the question of employment, 117 
graduates responded. Of these 97 per 
cent received positions in 1931, and 
93.8 per cent are row employed or 
are homemakers.__.9 per cent of the 
men are now employed as IA instruc- 
tors; 6 per cent are employed: other-’ 
wise, and-4 per cent: are unemployed. 

Of the women, 61 per cent are em- 
ployed “as Home Economics teachers,}. 
‘21 per cent are married-and- are home- 


makers 7 per cent are dietitians, 9 per. 


cent are otherwise employed, and 2 
per cent are unemployed. 

On the question of marriage, 119 
replied. Of these 51 per cent are 
married, 8.7 per cent having. married 
other Stout graduates. Of She men 
, 69-per—eent-—are— married, 
while but 21 per cent of the women are 
rried. 

The alumni yesearch committee has 
not yet fully completed the study of 
the class of 1931. It plans in the fu- 
ture to make studies of other clasees.

-Panorama of H. E. Department, 
Shoowing Its Aims 
And Activities 


Four years at Stout—and then a job 
—how nice it seems! Yet how fine it 
would be to go back—for with your 
experience behind you, you realize 
how much you may have missed. You 
feel a need for new vision—new ideas 
—and so you return for Visiting Day, 
coming a day ahead to see the school 
at work. 

As you come into the Home Econ- 
omics building you see the typical 
crowd gather around the radiator. You 
take the elevator to third. 

Baking 

And now these young ladies emerg- 
ing from the green kitchen? “Whew,” 
one pupil exclaims, as she dashes for 
the elevator “Some half hour! But 
we're getting better! No false modesty 
here, but hard earned self-approval, 
for these high school girls are trying 
to successfully study a baking unit in 
a 45 minute class period, almost ten 
minutes of which must be devoted to 
traveling to and from Central High 
School. Gone forever, perhaps, are 
the leisurely 90 to 120 minute class 
periods, but modern youth wastes no 
time in repining. Cheerfully she sets 
he mind on managing better and mov- 
ing faster than she ever before knew 
‘she could. 

Practice Teaching 

No longer, either, does one small 
elass absorb the professional interest 
of a Senior student for an entire sem- 
ester. A sample of life, as the pres- 
ent day teacher lives it, is crowded 
into a brief six weeks. Nor are the 
pupils passive, docile type, willing to 
laboriously copy receipts or make 
samplers in clothing. The high school 
pupil of today is a product of the ex- 
cellent activity program of the ele- 
mentary schools, and not only has a 
mind and purpose of her own, but 
sometimes insists upon more self- 
direction than the inexperienced teach- 
er fully appreciates. But just because 
of such independent but reasonable 
young women, the life of a modern 
teacher can certainly never be dull! 

Three-Ring Circus! 

You are tempted to investigate fur- 
ther. You go to 320. The old “hal- 
low-square” has been transformed in- 
to a large workroom, a small bedroom, 
a living room, and a kitchen. Here are 
girls making games out of waste ma- 
terials from home,—checkers, horse 
racing, ring toss, etc. These you are 
told will be used later by each in a 
“Family Fun Night” at home. You 
stay.on, and an hour later the place 
is filled with eager seamstresses. 
Spring frocks are being fitted in the 
bedroom; someone is pressing in the 
kitchen; many girls are stitching on 
bright hued materials in the main 
workroom; and (alas!) in the living 
room one amateur dressmaker is 
placidly ripping. Soon clothing yard- 
sticks are put to use, measuring pu- 
pils’ heights, and scales are called 
into service, to the end that each ninth 
grade girls may actually know wheth- 
er to increase or reduce her daily 
calories. Later the laboratory as- 
sumes a rather scientific air as senior 
high school girls check cosmetics with 
simple chemical tests from Downing 
and Bradbury’s ‘‘Chemistry For Girls.” 


Bacteriology 


As you leave you marvel at the com- 
pleteness of home economic’s program 
in the modern high school. If modern 
high schoool youth is going to do this, 
what is the college scientist doing 7— 
A trip to fourth is made. Room 401 
—just in front of the elevator with 
the sunshine and the hills as inspir- 
ing as ever! But now there are new 
things to command your attention. 
Big copper autoclaves, an_ electric 
oven, many microscopes, two aquaria 
with the usual aquatic plants, gold- 
fish and guppies in plenty; a terrarium 
with mosses and ferns all-add to the 
completion of the room. Here you 
see students in the usual bacteriology 
uniforms testing soaps and mouth 
washes to find of the advertising 
claims for destruction of microbes are 
valid; others are satisfying themselves 
of the safety of the water’in the 
swimming pool. Another is examin- 
ing a drop of blood to see if the vac- 
cination for typhoid has been success- 
ful. Next you notice a poor dead

ever showing how fatal botulism 
from home-canned foods may be avoid- 
ed. 
Biology 
You glance into the adjoining room 
and see the biology classes busy with 
their microscopes. Miss Williams tells 


a nap, in the quiet, darkened, airy 


you they are studying cell division in 
the onion plant root and in the white- 
fish embryo. This study of mitosis 
will lead into a study of reproduction 
of organisms. The budding and flow- 
ering of trees this spring will provide 
laboratory material for these students. 
The processes of reproduction in ani- 
mals will be studied subsequently. 
Physiology 

Miss Williams goes on to explain 
that on the other hand, the physiolo- 
gists are just beginning their strug- 
gles with the hemacytometers and 
hemoglobinometers, in an effort to 
learn the technique of quantitive de- 
terminations of blood cels and of hem- 
oglobin. They are using themselves 
as expermintal animals, and are find- 
ing it somewhat painful. This tech- 
nique will be used in following 
the blood picture of the rats they are 
feeding experimental diets in connec- 
tion with their studies in nutrition. 


The physiological chemists have 
turned their attention in the labora- 
tory to a study of proteins. Several 
members of the class will agree that 
the determination of the presence of 
organiznitrogen in egg albumin is 
rather dangerous, and certainly rather 
hard on test tubes. In a few weeks 
they will be preparing one of the most 
important of the amino acids from the 
casein they obtained from skim milk. 
Just now they are very busily engaged 
in learning the names and structural 
formulas of these very important. 
building-stones of proteins and proto- 
plasm. 


Chemistry Lab. 


Leaving the physiology laboratory, 
you will travel toward the chemistry 
laboratory, wordering if there is any- 
thing new in chemistry. Of course 
there is. All of the predicted ninety- 
two elements have -been discovered. 
Some new charts show where these 
latest additions to the chemical fami- 
ly have been placed. The laboratories 
have been adjusted and enlarged to 
accommodate more students. 


Due to scientific advancement and 
the need for more definite knowledge 
on the subject of chemistry, all men 
in Industrial Arts are required to 
study the first course in Chemistry. 
As a desult, more men are being led 
to see and feel the scientific urge in 
the complete understanding of Indus- 
trial Arts. 


Individual differences in ability and 
also in previous training are being 
met. More experiments are offered 
from which selections may be made. 
However, it is constantly kept in mind 
that the mastering of chemical prin- 
ciples is the most important aim. Stu- 
dents with good high schoool back- 
ground in science are allowed to 
choose experiments of a more difficult 
nature. 


Nursery School 


And as you walk down to the third 
floor you cannot help but wonder, 
what next?. Then as you look into the 
old ‘Rat Room” you find these oc- 
cupants have been replaced by eigh- 
teen cot-beds, made up and ready 
for the children’s naps. At the sound 
of shouts and squeals much too loud 
for rats and much too high for adults, 
you go to the door at the end of the 
hall and behold a room full of the ti- 
niest youngsters, all doing things: 
riding miniture bikes, keeping house, 
building with huge  bright-colored 
blocks, makiing pies in the sandbox. 
Every child happily busy! 

As you are wathching, a _ teacher 
comes to the door and asks if you are 
interested. in seeing the Nursery 
School. Will wonders never cease? 
Imagine eighteen little persons rang- 
ing in age from eighteen months to 
five years, actually living together 
from 8:30 a. m. to 3:00 p. m. every 
school day! The instructor explains 
iow the students in the class in “Social 
and Mental Growth of the Pre-school 
Child” works with these children in 
order to gain an understanding and 
appreciation of all very young chil- 
dren, and in watching them develop 
physically, mentally, emotionally, and 
socially to gain knowledge and. at- 
titudes that will help them in living 
with and guiding pre-school children. 

You watch them singing little songs, 
playing finger-games, and dancing to 


rhythms. Then they all disappear to 
take a little rest for a few minutes 
before dinner. And would you believe 
it—every child eats whatever is served 
1im. You watch until they have all

THE STOUTONIA 


Nutrition Department 

But look—there are some white 
rats!—and you realize that you are in 
the Nutrition Laboratory. Here you 
are told the white rats continue to 
help answer questions which are aris-. 
ing constantly in the realm of dietitics. 
Shall egg yolk help cure anemia? This 
question may be answered in the nega- 
tive when it is found that there is no 
in the hemogoblin of anemic rats after 
feeding them egg yolk. A control 
group of rats shows a marked rise in 
hemoglobin when fed similar quanti- 
ties of iron and copper. 

Emphasis in the Stout Child Nutri- 
tion course has been placed on the 
teaching of Nutrition. Four college 
students teach health work in the 
grade schools each week. They have 
carried on a feeding project with white 
rats. This prepares teachers to carry 
out the new Wisconsin law enacted 
last year by the legislature which 
says, ‘At least fifteen minutes in each 
school week shall be devoted to in- 
struction in and study of the true and 
comparative vitamin content and food 
and health values of dairy products 
and their importance for human diet.” 

Listen!—you turn and look to the 
further side of the room. The buz- 
zing noise, Miss Cruise explains, is 
a Benedict oxy-calorimeter in opera- 
tion. This apparatus together with a 
fine chainomatic balance alllows the 
students to make accurate heat meas- 
urements of any food. Seeing the food 
actually burned helps the student ap- 
preciate the heat that is generated 
daily in the human body. 

Food Preparations 

Time is flying, so if you are to see 
the rest of the building, you must 
keep going. But wait—what is this 
in 804? There you see two girls giv- 
ing a demonstration to a good sized 
group. As you stand chatting to Miss 
Buchanan, you learn that these girls 
not only give class demonstrations, 
but at a later date they will appear 
before women’s cllub or some high 
school economic class in a nearby 
town. 

On down the hall is a class in Food 
Preparation. Here you learn that the 
emphasis for this course has changed 
to the study of fundamental principles 
and basic proportions involved in the 
preparation of food products. What 
about skills? Skill is not achieved in 
this laboratory, but is obtained in the 
home of the students during the sum- 
mer when a. definite food problem is 
done. An examination on this work 
is given during the first week of the 
fall semester. 

Foods and Nutrition 
— Now you must see the changes in 


room 3801. It is equipped for work in 
experimental foods. Notice the new 
electrical scientific equipment, the 


three modern stoves, and a bank of 
two ovens. This equipment represents 
the latest development in electrical 
stoves, particularly as te design, in- 
sulation, and oven regulation; it also 
includes the three standard types of 
surface burners. Plans are under way 
for installing the latest gas range in 
this laboratory. 

The guess work is being taken out 
of food preparation, and the equip- 
ment is the most accurate made. The 
desk equipment now includes fitted 
standardized measuring cups, spoons, 
and seales for weighing. Accuracy is 
very essential for making standard 
products. 

Meat cookery is a fascinating study. 
Experiments have shown the value of 
cooking it at a much lower tempera- 
ture than formerly. Most of it is be- 
ing prepared in open roasters, unless 
it has very little fat and would be- 
come dry. Today meat is cooked to a 
definite internal temperature by in- 
serting a thermometer into the center, 
and an end point is reached which 
shows whether the meat is rare, me- 
dium, or well done. 

Meal Management 

Oh, yes, meal management courses 
are still taught. Much emphasis is 
placed upon marketing for and selec- 
tion of foods. You realize marketing 
is a part of meal management now— 
they so logically belong together. 
Meals are prepared on various income 
levels, always keeping in mind nutri- 
tional needs. 

Art Department 

Leaving the realm of foods, you go 
to the second floor where you stop in 
the Art laboratory. Here is a scene 
of creative activity with craft girls as 
leading Hobbyists. There activities are 
varied according to their means of ex- 
pression. The class follows general 
trends, but individuals may develop 
more interest in one craft than in an- 
other. 

History Appreciation 

Paralleling the present crafts, we 
have the appreciation of the historical 
periods of the past. This will be dis- 
played briefly on a map of the world 
the product of group work 
by the art history class.

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Vast Improvements In Trades 


Buildings, IK Education Made » | 


Classroom Stress Analytical 
Instruction On Activity 
School Basis 


If a graduate of 1930 came back to 
The Stout Institute to the Hobby Show 
of April 24 and 25, what would he see 
in the I. E. and Trades Buildings? 
Many changes and improvements have 
been made. As one old grad recently 
put it, “I hardly recognize the Stout 
of today. It has changed tremendous- 
ly.” 


Administration 

As the graduate enters the I. I. 
building he sees first the office of 
Dean Bowman. There he will see that 
Dean Bowman still advocates the use 
of graphic aids in teaching, for spread 
out on the table are charts sometimes 
applicable to situations confronting 
The Industrial Arts teacher. In Dean 
Bowman’s administration and organiz- 
ation class, which meets in a 8rd floor 
classroom, more stress is placed to- 
day on the analysis of technical, struc- 
tural, and functional changes than was 
previously done in this class. Dean 
Bowman declares that the charts to- 
day show the larger part industrial 
Arts play in the general educational 
program. 

Educational Procedure 

With Dean Bowman Mr. Brown car- 
ries on, in classes on the 8rd floor, 
courses in the theory and organization 
of general shop. This course has de- 
veloped with the movement for the 
general shop. It is now being run on 
a curriculum committee basis. The 


students are organized and carry on 


work in committees of six individuals 
or less. The work consists of making 
detailed plans for typical modern gen- 
eral shops. Like curriculum commit- 
tees in the field, these curriculum com- 
mittees attempt to solve practical 
questions which would arise in plan- 
ning Industrial Art courses anywhere. 
Mr. Brown believes that attempts 
should be made to get students to use 
the information acquired in technical 
foundation courses and apply this in- 
formation in special school situations. 
He is carrying out this proceedure in 
his “Ed. Pro.” course. 
Printing 
As the graduate returns from the 
charts on Dean Bowman’s table he 
finds on the first floor also the print- 
ing department which is supervised 
by Mr. Baker. Since he came here 
two years ago, Mr. Baker has rear- 
ranged the printing shop so that he 
has three times as much floor space. 
He believes that printing instruction 
should stress advisory ,work in school 
publications, and the revision of the 
shop has been carried on with this 
purpose in mind. To him, printing is 
a graphic art. A number of new items 
have been added to his shop which link 
together the many operations of the 
printer. These are sterotyping, rub- 
ber plate cutting, mimeographing and 
dittoing machines, and a mimeotype. 
Metals 
As our graduates leave the print- 
ng ‘department he walks down the cor- 
ridor to the machine and metal shops. 
The metal shop which Mr. Keith di- 
rects has been completely reorganized 
in the last few years. It has been 
enlarged, and the added fioor space 
gives much freedom. In the machine 
shop, directed by Mr. Milnes, the tool 
and supply cabinets have been rear- 
ranged and new motor driven ma- 
chines added. 
Social Science 
The second floor of the I. E. 
building now houses part of the 
social science department, the general 
mechanics shop, and the practice print 
shop. The social science instructors, 
Dr. Dawley, Mr. Price, and Dr. Shafer, 
feel that in their courses they are in- 
creasingly emphasizing the problem 
method of instruction. With their 
history, economics, government, po- 
litical science, and sociology -ourses, 
they hope to increasingly shed light 
on current problems in the United 
States and the world. 
Physics 
Another flight of stairs is necessary 
to reach the other class rooms and lab- 
oratories. The familiar face of Mr. 
PF. EX, Tustison appears in the physics 
laboratory where it is boasted that 
more practical problems are studied 
than. is general in such departments. 
Recently Mr. Tustison added a Tesla 
coil to demonstrate high-frequency 
currents. At the present time Mr. 
Tustison is developing «instructional 
material in general mechanics as well, 
This material is not at present avail- 
able, and is much needed. 
Mathematics 
Next door to physics iaboratory the 
mathematics classes: meet. Here Mr. 


ee 
Rich has increased the use of indivi- 
dualization in instruction. Mr. Rich 
believes in grading in progress in his 


courses, as well as ability and know- 


ledge. His classes are divided up in- 
to groups according to ability. The 
groups study different units. As fast 
as one unit is finished, each group 
takes up a new unit. Testing is con 


ducted in mathematics according to i 


principles developed by Mr. Rich in his 
test guides. 
Electricity 

The electrical shop is also on the 
8rd floor, and there Mr. Good has re- 
arranged the shop so that it may be 
used as a classroom as well as a shop. 
He has changed the course to put more 
stress on alternating currents. 


across the hall. He is beginning to 
change this course from a shop course 
to a general overview of industry, 
especially the technological and social 
aspects of industry. These changes 
are being experminted with especial- 
ly in high school practice classes. 
Auto Mechanics 

The graduate’s tour of the IE build- 
ing over, he now wends his way to 
the Trades building. The first shop 
he sees there is that of auto me- 
chanics, which is just now undergoing 
drastic renovation. In the future Mr. 
Kranzusch and Mr. Good will face 


their classes in an amphitheater style 


class room, and in the shop work will 
be using a new reboring machine, a 
new tool panel, and a new dynamomet- 
er. 
Woodworking 

Further down the building the wood- 
working shops are encountered. There, 
too, many changes are being made, 
both in machinery and in method of 
instruction. Mr. Hansen has been de- 


veloping shop models of furniture to — 


motivate high school classes. New 
automatic push-button starting de- 
vices have been added to several ma- 
chines. In his cabinet making course 
new projects are being continually de- 
signed. Jn the last year or two he has 


been able to design an $85 drop leaf 
dining room table out of $10 worth 


of materials. Mr. Paul Nelson, also 
in woodworking has been rearranging 
his shops. An enclosed lumber stor- 
age, two stories high, has been con-

~On the second flooor of the Trades 
building instruction in drawing, paint- 
ing and decorating, and sheet metals 
is now being carried on. According 
to Mr. Green, in his class rooms draw- 
ing is being emphasized from the 
viewpoint of its general educational 
value. Drawing he believes to be one 
way of expression, and in the future 
all educated people will find it an es- 
sential part of their means of com- 
municating ideas. Mr. Ray in his 
drawing course has recently developed 
a new syllabus to fill the particular 
needs of Stout classes. In his work a 
real advance has been made in the 
construction of models. Detail in these 
models are now executed to an am- 
azingly fine degree, and houses could 
be built from them according to the 
model measurements. 
Painting 

In painting and decorating Mr. Wi- 
gen has been conducting experimental 
work in lacquer finishes. He and his 
classes have developed clear lacquer 
sealer that prevents all types of hazy 
finishes. They also have turned out a 
flat lacquer which needs no rubbing. 
Mr. Wigen is a close student of color 
harmony, and he believes that even 
more attention must be directed to 
this question. He has also been work- 
ing in plastic finishes. To gain con- 
tact with the field Mr. Wigen recent- 
ly had the educational service man 
from the National Gypsum Company 
of Minneapolis demonstrate modern 
building construction materials, insu- 
lation, and plastic wall finishes. 

Practice Teaching 

Throughout both the IE and Trades 
buildings the graduate has seen junior 
and senior high schoool pupils at: work 
in practice class rooms.

New Bonus Seekers 
Get Condemnation 
Of War Veterans 


Organization ‘Spreads Rapidly ; 
Want Chapters On All 


College Campuses 


New York—(ACP)—Repercussions 
of a quiet remark dropped in a Prince- 
ton bull-session swept the country last 
week as the latest of the bonus-seek- 
ing organizations, the Veterans of 
Future Wars, established chapters on 
more than sixty campuses and-em- 
barked.on a program variously hailed 
as delightful, valuable and “unpat- 
riotic.” 

“Because it is customary to pay 
bonuses before they are due,” said the 
manifesto announcing the birth of the 
organization, “the Veterans of Future 
Wars demand immediate payment plus 
three per cent interest compounded 
annually from June 1, 1965, backward 
to June 1, 1935.” Payment now, the 


manifesto emphasized, would “lift the | inc 


country out of the depression” and 
enable beneficiaries to enjoy the mon- 
ey before they lost their lives. 

Hardly had the future veterans el- 
ected officers when the first chapter 
of an auxiliary society, the Asaocia- 
tion of Gold Mothers of Veterans of 
Future Wars was formed at Vaszar. 
Indignant outbursts followed, and the 
name was changed to the “Ladies Aux- 

-iliary of Future Veterans.” Loudest in 
denunciation, of course, were the other 
veterans’ groups. 

“Had the students confined their 
insulting remarks to the veterans, we 

would have laughed it off,” said Joe 
E. Murray, former national chaplain 
of the Disabled American Veterans 
of the World War, “but they have 
brought in the name of a group of 
women fe hold sacred!” No satire or 
disrespect was intended, replied Louis 
J. Gorin, Jr., national commander. 
Gorin was unperturbed by American 
Legion threats of vigorous complaint 
to Princeton authorities, kept three 


secretaries’ busy sending instructions | 


_‘to new chapters. 

The VFW’s announced intention of 
establishing a chapter in every college 
‘in America seemed likely to succeed. 
Harvard, Williams, Union, Pennsyl- 
vania, Georgetown, Sanford, Georgia 
Tech, Southern Methodist, Connecticut

Eastern Schools Offer 
Aid To Flood Refugees 


Boston—(ACP)—Hundreds of New 
England college students offered their 
dormitories and services to flood suf- 
ferers last week when swollen rivers 
went on a rampage that cost scores 
of lives and caused property damage 
estimated in the millions. 

Amherst and Massachusetts State 
dormitories, at Amherst, were opened 
to 1400 refugees, and Dartmouth stu- 
dents stood ready to join WPA work- 
ers in the task of sandbagging dams 
and river banks. 

Although most New England col- 
leges were safely out of the flood area 
nearly all suffered minor inconven- 
iences. Mid-term vacations were cur- 
tailed for some, communications were 
out generally. 

Other Eastern schools had second- 
or third-hand encounters with the 
flood, most severe of recent years. The 
Penn State boxing team, pointing for 
a match it was later to lose to the 
University of Wisconsin, was forced 
to postpone for three days its bouts 
in Madison until they could find trans- 
portation out of the flood area. Penn 
State furnished heat and power for 
citizens’ use. Princeton reported severe 
distress among students who were no- 
tified, on the eve of prom, that girls 
they’d bid were unable to get through. 


American Student 
Peace Day Strike 


Set April 22 As Walkout Date; 
Predict Turnout Of 
350,000 


New York — Students in high schools 
and colleges throughout the country 
will be called from: their~ classrooms 
on April 22 to participate in the third 
annual student strike against war, it 
has been announced by Joseph P. Lash, 
executive secretary of the American 
Student wnion. 


Citing the recent passage of the lar- 
gest peace-time military budget in 
American history, including the exten- 
sive propriations for the ROTC, Lash 
predicted that at least 350,000 stu- 
dents would answer the strike call at 
liam. on that day. 

The date of the walkout has been 
set for not later than in previous years 
because of Easter vacations which 
would conflict in many areas with an 
earlier strike, Lash said. 

“Passage of the unprecedented mil- 
itary budget has started a flood of in- 
quiries to us from student groups and 
individuals who want to register their 
disapproval of the war program by 
joining in the strike,” Lash said. 

“The strike offers the educational 
system an opportunity to take an un- 
equivocal stand for peace.”

Elections May 7 

The elections this year will be held 
on Thursday, May 7, in the Home 
Economics building from 8 to 6 p.m. 
According to constitutional require- 
ments, notice of intention to run for 
office will be published in The Stout- 
onia one week preceding the election. 

Petition blanks are obtainable only 
from Mr. Good, and such candidates 
as meet the requirements as set up 
by the SSA constitution will present 
their campaign speeches during the 
assembly in the auditorium on the day 
of the election. 

Regulations and requirements re- 
garding the elections as set up in the 
SSA constitution follows: 

Article III 

Sec. 1. The officers of this organiza- 
tion shall consist of: President, Vice 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The officers shall be elected 
for the term of one year. 

Sec. 8 Any student may become a can- 
didate for any office except the 
presidency and _  ‘vice-presidency; 
these two officers must be chosen 
from the junior and sophomore 
classes respectively. 

By-laws Section 3 

(1) He or she must be a member of 
the Stout Student Association. 

(2) He or she can hold no other 
office or accept any other office in 
other school organizations after be- 
coming an officer of the SSA. 

(3) Each candidate must submit or 
have submitted a petition bearing the 
signatures of 25 members of the SSA, 
declaring his or her candidacy to tne 
Joint Committee not later than one 
week before election. Petition blanks 
may be secured from and are filed 
with the chairman of the Joint Com- 
nittee. The candidates shall be formai- 
ly introduced to the student bocy at 
a regular assembly period betwoon the 
time of the submission of the candidacy 
petitions and the time for the clection. 
This assembly shall be under the jur- 
isdiction of the Joint Committee.

(4) Any candidate for office must 
have maintained a 1.5 scholastic aver- 
age during his or her attendance at 
Stout.

Wheaton College | 
Students Make 


Norton, Mass. - Answering the chal- 
lange of Wheaton College’s Pres. J. 
Edgar Park, the staff of the Wheaton 
College News has formulated a five- 
peint program which would lead to 
drastic changes in the standards of 
education. 

In answer to Pres. Park’s challenge 
that “the only thing that can save the 
American college from going down 
when the public discovers how little 
real interest there is in study is an 
insurrection on the part of the stu- 
dents,” the News advocates: 


1. That mentally capable but lazy 
and frivolous students be flunked out 
at once instead of being allowed to 
slide by as at present, thereby handi- 
capping the ambitious students. 

2. That a new ideal be upheld for 
freshmen and that they be urged to 
concentrate their energies on widen- 
ing their intellects and broadening 
their minds, rather than scattering 
their resources over many extra-cur- 
ricular’ activities, thus emulating pre- 
sent popular figures of the “‘all-a- 
round” but intellectually mediocre 
college senior. 


3. That the faculty accept the idea 
that teaching should include the class 
as well as the subject matter and not 
allow it to degenerate into a dull tos- 
sing of words into a thick and sleepy 
atmosphere; that the teachers should 
remember that any one can read a 
textbook and that what students very 
often need is some interest shown in 
them as individuals. 


4, That there be a closer relation- 
ship between the various academic 
departments ,with more coordination 
and integration of the student’s var- 
ious courses, so that an A.B. degree 
may indicate an intelligent American 
citizen, not merely a potentian gradu- 
ate student, with each of the subjects 
he has studied tucked away in sep- 
arate mental compartments. 


5, That the five-course program be 
abolished, so that the students need 
not be forced into superficial, hurried 
work, or into neglecting one subject 
entirely, as they are often found to 
do under the present system; that few- 
er subjects be required.

nation’s capital. What does this news- 
paper, at the seat of government, of- 
fer the country’s campus newspapers 
in the way of leadership? There is no 
doubt that with the attention focused 
on Washington to the extent it now is, 
the reaction of the student paper of 
an important university here to what 
legislators do or do not do about the 
problems of youth, or even the prob- 
lems of society as a whole, would have 
its reverberations on college papers 
throughout the country. 

The consensus of opinion among the 
liberals of the George Washington 
campus is that The Hatchet doesn’t 
have any reactions of any importance. 
The conservatives think it fulfills the 
function of telling them what’s going 
on and where, and that that’s as far 
as campus journalism should go. Some 
7,000 students, of all shades of polit- 
ical opinion, pay the university a stu- 
dent fee that includes a subscription 
to the Hatchet. 

Curiously enough, although the 
university requires that subscription 
of registrants, and thereby maintains 
a large and steady circulation for The 
Hatchet, it does not in turn exercise 
any sort of overt control or censor- 
ship of the publication. Neither copy 
nor proofs have to go to faculty ad- 
visers or deans for approval betore 
the paper goes to press. And each 
year the new editor is chosen from 
among the seniors on the paper by 
their vote.

Many times these queries have been put: “Why hasn’t 
Stout a place for students to go for ohana 8 Why hasn’t. 
Stout a field house?” 

The reason Stout hasn’t qa field house or a seereational 
center is not far to seek. ‘The state legislature has not seen 
fit to supply for the erection of these new buildings. For 
many years it/has been the hope of the administration, fac- 
ulty, and students, that a field house and union be _ built. 
Funds have always been lacking. 


The need for this building has become even more strong- 
ly felt as “athletics for all’ becomes educationally necessary. 
The present “gym” is small and woefully inadequate even for 
a complete physical educational program much less a plant for 
collegiate athletics. Perhaps the need for recreational facili- 
ties is today even more vital, for Menomonie offers few recrea- 
~ tional” ‘opportunities. ‘to a vigorous youth. Stout basketball 
teams play in the small city armory, a wooden structure and at 
best a makeshift.

“TI can’t say there is a “most inter- 
esting phase of my job.” I really do 
enjoy “making rounds’ in the wards, 
where-l-receive many suggestions for 
meals, ideas for parties, and the like. 
For each holiday I decorate the trays 
and tables, and serve meals in :keep- 
ing with the day. I also enjoy the ac- 
counting which we find it necessary 
to do in order to stay within our bud- 
get .At the close of each month, 1 
figure the average cost of each meal 
per person served.

“My ‘Job’ is to teach the printing 
trade to students of the State school 
for the Deaf. This includes job. print- 
ing, linotype, cylinder press work, and 
so on. We publish a monthly school 
nagazine called ‘The Wisconsin Times’ 
Il am editor of the magazine also, Our 
printing plant is better equipped than 
the average high schoo! printing shop. 
We do all form printing for our school 
and print all programs besides pub- 
lishing the magazine. We also do pro- 
gram printing for the school for the 
blind. 

“I was born in Madison in 1911 and 
grew up as any boy,’but at the age of 
16 I became deaf mollowing an attack 
of Cerebrospinal Meninjitis. I did not 
go back to high school, but came here 
to finish my high school education. I 
then entered Gallaudet. college in 
Washington, D.C., the only school of 
higher education for the deaf in the 
world. While still in school here and 
in Washington, I took special training 
in printing as I had already dceided I 
wanted to teach, printing in a school

Each 
major leads to a degree of IA Master and HE Master.

At the moment there appears to be 
some discussion at the University of 
Minnesota as to whether or not offic- 
ials ought to install a special course 
in marriage problems, such as they 
have at some schools. The columnist 
in The Minnesota Daily has made his 
own suggestion to help untie the pro- 
blem. So far no official cognizance of 
this suggestion has been taken how- 
ever. 

His contribution is in the form of a 
question: “Would it be wise to make it 
a laboratory course ?” 


Professors at the University of 
North Carolina can breath more eas- 
ily now. For a moment it looked as 
if students would go on record asking 
that professors all take comprehen- 
sive examinations in the subject they 
teach. But they didn’t vote that way. 
However, they did: vote their desire 
that all professors take compulsory 
courses in public speaking. 


Interesting results have followed the 
study made by Dr. William S. Learned 
of the Carnegie Foundation, of com- 
parative stores of information held 
by high school seniors and college 
students. He studied 49 colleges in 
Pennsylvania and a large group of 
high schools, giving four-hour com- 
prehensive tests to students. He found 
that:— 

Some college freshmen knew more 
than probably any college teacher they 
might have. Other freshmen had so 
little knowledge that it was a “prac- 
tical impossibility” they would learn 
much in college. No background. 

Ten per cent of 1,500 high school 
seniors knew more than did half of 
3,700 student just finishing college. 

Twenty-five per cent of the college 
seniors knew less than half of 5,700 
college sophomores. 

Ten per cent of the college seniors 
knew less than did half of the high 
school seniors. 

In general, the “enormous spread of 
scores completely belies the scholas- 
tic classification to which our regis- 
trars now devote such meticulous 
pains.” 

“The modern college student is a 
more active and selective learner than 
ever before.”

Sam Hall, of Stout 
and now supervisor of industrial arts 
in Clayton, Mo. escorted Mr. Bowman 
through Clayton industrial arts de- 
partment. 


Kawanahoa, Hawi 
Has Health Tests 


Beurnadun Cushman Brown—form- 
erly Health Councillor for Kawanakoa 
School, Hawaii—gives an account of 
health program in Kawanakoa in the 
“Honolulu Star Bulletin.” ; 

Mrs. Brown describes a program 
which many an American school sys- 
tem or city could pattern after, and 
community health would be improved. 

Kanawanakoa has vision testing in 
third, fifth, and seventh grades. Hear- 
ing testing is given to any student 
upon a recommendation by the class 
room teacher, If hearing is very poor 
the child is referred to a specialist 
and iff necessary lip reading classes 
are formed. 

Special health classes are formed. 
Children are tuberculin tested, and if 
positive reaction is obtained through 
parent and teacher cooperation, the 
child is started on a recovery pro- 
gram. Heart cases, asthmatic, and 
malnurished cases are each treated 
according to the needs “of the, child, 
according to the needs “of the child. 
Dental hygiene work is also carried on 
throughout the school. 

Another unusual feature of their 
health program is a sight saving class.

In Summer Session 


1—2 Day Conference To Deal 
With Educational Finance 
Delinquencies 


During the coming summer session 
a number of authorities on various 
phases of education will conduct con- 
ferences and give lectuures. 

Among these leaders who will con- 
duct 1-2 day conferences on topics re- 
lating to their respective fields are 
Professor J. L. Gillin, of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. An internaionally 
known authority on sociology and es- 
pecially social problems, the author 
of many books and an active partici- 
pant in state social agencies, Profes- 
sor Gillin is unusually well qualified 
to speak on problems of juvenile del- 
inquency in education. 

Early in the summer session, stud- 
ents will have the opportunity to hear 
Harold M. Groves, state senator and 
authority on problems of state fi- 
nance and taxation. Mr. Groves is ex- 
pected to direct his attention toward 
problems of educational finance. 

Dr. No-Young Park, a Chinese scho- 
lar who received much of his educa- 
tion at Harvard, and is a prize win- 
ning student in international relations, 
will talk on the international implica- 
tions of the crises in Asia today. 

On the interesting subject of appli- 
ed psychology, Dr. Howard Hubert 
Higgins, of Boston, Mass. will speak. 
Also on the program are the two well 
known Wisconsin authorities on edu- 
cation. Mr. John C. Callahan, State 
Superintendent of public instruction, 
and George P. Hambrecht, State Di- 
rector of Vocational Education. 

In addition to the above speakers, 
numerous publicity and equipment 
houses of tools and machine supplies, 
will conduct exhibits which will be of 
wide professional interest. 

At the present time arrangements 
for entertainment have not been com- 
pleted. Several numbers, however are

Region Conference 
Groups Increased

20 Cities Attend Conference : 
Hobby Show To Entice 
More IA Boys 


The Regional Industrial Arts Con- 
ference, held on Saturday, April 25th, 
was unusually well attended. The re- 
gion for the conference was expanded 
this year to include twenty cities be- 
sides Menomonie. In addition to repre- 
sentatives from this region, there were 
in attendance, also Supervisor Shufelt, 
of Racine, Supervisor Van Duzee, of 
of Racine, Supervisor Van Duzee, of 
West Allis, Supervisor Radtke, of Mil- 
waukee, and State Supervisor Merritt, 
of Madison. 


At the morning general conference, 
Mr. Brown, of the faculty committee 
on the state survey of industrial arts 
curriculum for Wisconsin, presented 
statistical summaries of the returns 
from industrial arts teachers in Wis- 
eonsin, during the past winter. These 
returns provoked much interested dis- 
cussion, and many future develop- 
ments of study were indicated. 

Approximately fifty Industrial Arts 
members attended the 
luncheon, Saturday noon, at the Cafe 
La Corte. The luncheon was followed 
by the program of individual, informal 
conference group discussions on the 
topics of hobbies, the one-man indus- 
trial arts shop, and new type indus- 
trial arts courses for Senior High 
School boys and girls. These discus- 
sions were lively and dealt with the 
immediate problems of industrial tea- 
chers in Wisconsin communities . 


Dean Bowman, who served as gen- 
eral chairman of the Industrial Arts 
Conference, has received a number of 
letters, expressing the appreciation 
and satisfaction of the teachers and 
supervisors who were at the confer- 
ence. The success of the expanded plan 
of the conference, this year, indicates 
that the function and contributions of 
the conference, next year, may be ex- 
panded further. The success of the 
conference, this year, was due to the 
cooperative participation by the Wis- 
consin Industrial Arts Association, the

Fred W. Megow, former SSA presi- 
dent, who started a non-existent bus- 
inéss six years ago and now employes 
75 men received recognition of his 
work in the April 15 issue of “For- 
bes”, leading industrial magazine. 

Mr. Megow manufactures and sells 
parts for model airplanes and boats. 
His main plant is located in Phila- 
delphia with a branch office in Chie 
cago. His salesmen work from coast 
to coast. 


The former SSA president began 
his business in a very small way, 
starting it as a sideline to teaching. 
In 1932 the business became so brisk 
that Megow moved out of the garage 
that he had rented into a_ regular 
manufacturing plant. 

To put his products on the market 
Megow would send out a salesman 
with a truckload of model parts and 
the instruction, “Don’t come back un- 
til you’ve sold them all.” At the pre- 
sent time Megow’s model parts are on 
sale in more than 3,000 stores from 
coast to coast.

At George-Ellzey School In Algoma) “(old In The Hills’ 


Various Style Activities Aid 
In Interesting High 
School Girls 


Cora Sunde is teaching in a George- 
Elizey high school at Algoma, Wis., 
where she has eighty high school girls 
enrolled in her classes 

During the winter Miss Sunde con- 
ducted two adult classes, and at the 


present time she is teaching part-time 
classes She also has a large home 
economics club which is divided into 
two sections. One group consists of 
freshmen and sophomores, and the 
other of junior and seniors. Those 
groups have both seperate and joint 
meetings. They are affiliated with the 
state and national hmoe economics 
club association. 

In a recent letter Miss Sunde des- 
cribes her club, their activities, and her 
school: 

“Perhaps the activity that we en- 
joyed the most this year was a style 
show and exhibit we called ‘Ye Olde 
Curiosity Shoppe’ It consisted of an 
exhibit of all sorts of foreign, unusal, 
and interesting novelities collected 
and arranged by the home economics 
girls. About 300 articles were exhibit- 
ed. The main feature of the entertain- 
ment was a fashion show of costumes 
and wedding gowns worn almost a cen- 
tury ago up to the present time. Ap- 
propriate music and old songs by a 
chorus of girls added much to the at- 
mosphere of this program. 

The style show was divided into two 
parts, the first consisting of old gowns, 
capes, coats, hats, and even bathing 
suits; the second of wedding gowns 
from eighty years ago up to that of 
the 1935 bride and her bridal party. 
Members of our club modeled these 
dresses worn by their grandmothers, 
great-grandmothers, and mothers, and 
aunts A girl dressed in an old-fashion- 
ed costume announced each model and 
gave a brief history of the gown. 

This program was more or less of a 
gamble as nothing like it had ever 
been given here before However, we 
had a fine crowd and had requests for 
a repeated performance, but, due to 
the risk in storing and caring for the 
things we had, we were unable to do 
so. Many of the articles in our exhibit 
were over 200 years old and quite val- 
uable

Former Student Tells 
Of Work As Supervisor 


Mrs. Clara P. Snyder, formerly of 
Stout Institue, writes of her work in 
Los Angles where she is Supervisor 
of Nursey Schools and Homemaking 
education. 

“Tn the summer of 1934 I accepted 
the position of Supervisor of Home- 


making Education in the Emergency 
Education Program. In California the 
State Department of Education spon- 
sored the program and the supervis- 
ors were appointed by the State Sup- 
of Public Instruction, 
Vierling Kersey. However, we are di- 
rectly responsible to George C. Mann 
who is Chief of the Division of Adult 
and Continuation Education. At the 
time of my appointment I was located 
in San Fransisco and in December of 
of that year I was appointed, in addi- 
tion to my responsibilities as super- 
visor of the Federal Nursery Schools 
in northern California. 


This year, due to the resignation of 
the southern supervisor, I am in 
charge of all of the Federal Nursery 
Schools in California of which there 
are 69. I am now located in Los Ang- 
les and have an assistant supervisor, 
Mrs. Alma Chambers, located in San 
Fransisco. 

We have developed in California 
some very interesting phases of work 
both in nursery school and in adult 
education field. In our nursery school 
and in the homemaking program we 


have placed a great deal of emphasis 


on parent education. 
This position has proved to be a 


most interesting and challenging one. 


I do feel that the training I received at 
Stout Institute has proved very prac- 
tical.”

35 Grad Combines Curricular, 
Extra-Curricular Activities 
In Vocational School 


A letter from Mary Swiston, ’35, of 
the Superior Vocational School gives 
a vivid account of the life of a busy 
school teacher. It emphasizes the ever- 
increasing fact that school teaching is 
no longer the teaching of the three 
R’s, but is comprized of both curricu- 
lar and extra-curricular activities. 

In describing her work Mary says 


that as far as teaching methods are 
concerned, she has done some experi- 
menting and still believes thas she is 
in the experimental stage. She found 
the demonstration method to be “fool 
proof” in her adult and day school 
classes. This method, accompanied by 


problem solving and socializing rec- 
itiation has worked successfully. In- 


dividual instruction proved practical 
in each lesson because of varied tal- 


ents within the group. 

In quoting from Mary’s letter, we 
see that she believes: 

“The secret to success with voca- 
tional girls lies in home visiting. It 
is a real task to get the work down to 
a level where the most girls find it 
practical in their own homes. 

Our school has contributed to the 
up-to-date work in methods by pur- 
chasing a 16mm moving picture ma- 
chine. Each department is to have a 
projector and a screen in the room so 
that they may do some of their teach- 


ing through the use of visual aids. 
Each teacher hopes to make slides of 
her own work for demonstration pur- 
poses. The academic teacher has al- 
ready made several on safety. 


“Since home employment is a big 
feature in the lives of my girls, an ad- 
visory council has been established, 
whereby we hope to raise standards, 
wages, and give better training along 
this line. 

Several field trips have been used 
to supplement the work and they have 
proved interesting to the students 


Now for an insight into the extra- 
curricular. “For the home economics 
enthusiasts I have started a home 
economics club As yet we are not af- 
filated with the national organization, 
but are anticipating this union in the 
near future 


Since most of the girls are employed 
part-time, our club has been more of 
a social one which offers them whole- 
some recreation. At Christmas time 
we repaired dolls as well as made new 
clothes for them The dolls were dis- 
tributed among the poor children in 
Superior, and many were sent to th 
Childnen’s home " 

For the literary enthusiasts I hav 
organized a staff for a school paper. 
With this project we are still in our 
prime, but I will send you a copy for 
inspection The peper has been the 
means of uniting our home economics, 
commercial department, and the shop. 
since we are all located in different 
buildings. 

All of the home Economics work is 
organized on a unit basis. Each time 
the units change, I get out an enclos- 
ure which is sent to the parents This 
has stimulated a great deal of interest. 

I have tried to encourage girl sports, 
and we now have a good basket ball 
and volley ball team. 

I have given three talks so far, one 
to a PTA group, one to the Onaway 
club, and to the Superior Woman's 
Club, during which time I tried to 
stress the breadth and importance of 
home economics teaching. 

At the present time I am busy with 
a courtesy week program and work- 
ing plans for a school board dinner.”

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Alumni Victory Demand Requires 
Subsidizing of Football Teams 


(By Associated Collegiate Press) 

Football fans no longer blink with 
surprise at hints that perhaps the 
eleven men who carry the mail for 
dear old Siwash aren’t playing the 
game only because they love it. Few 
are the followers who fail to realize 
that if Coach “Iron John” McGonigle 
were to sit around and wait for mater. 
ial. instead of going out and buying it, 
his team would be in the cellar and 
the alumni would be in his hair. 

Increasingly important to the fan— 
who doesn’t realize it, and wouldn’t 
care if he did—have been late devel- 
opments in this problem of subsidiza- 
tion. The past decade, and particular- 
ly the past two years, have seen many 
high-powered minds earnestly bent to 
the solution of an evil believed by 
some to threaten the standing of the 
game, and panaceas without number 
have been proposed. 

It remained for the 1935 season to 
furnish the pay-off-decision of the im 
portant Southeastern Conference-(Al- 
abama, Auburn, Georgia Tech, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana State, Mississippi 
State, Mississippi, Tennessee, Tulane, 
University of the South and Vander- 
bilt) to take subsidization out of the 
dark-room, admit openly that mem- 
bers were buying players, go out into 
the high-and prep-school markets pre- 
pared to lay cash on the line for the 
best material available. 

Conference representatives didn’t 
state it that plainly when they met in 


_ the middle of last December, but that’s 


=] 


what they meant when they voted to 
pass a resolution stating the South- 
eastern Conference would “recognize 
athletic ability in giving aid to stud- 
ents.” In other words, just as studious 
J. Martingale Darby, the hottest Phys- 
ics student in Jonesville High school, 
might logically expect to get aschol- 
arship to State University, so might 
Pete Blumf, bone-crushing guard on 
the school team that won the inter- 
sectional championship. 

Outright support of athletes is no 
new idea. Forthright undergraduates 


have suggested it many a time. Such 


a suggestion raised a tempest at Prin- 
ceton a few years ago, and last fall 
the University of Louisville Cardinal 


boldly asked, why not go out and buy 


a good football team, since the one we 
have isn’t any good? 

Main question now is: What did the 
Southestern Conference start on Dec- 
ember 18, 1935? Will other confer- 


' ences and other schools follow suit? 
Will college football become a rival 
of the pro game, in which case it 


might logically be expected to merge 
» with it? 


Neergaard Writes 
| OF Improvements 


What is more inspirational to a 
teacher than the exchange of teach- 
ing ideas with others doing work sim- 
ilar to their own work? Because of 
this fact, the alumni committee has 


_ been very eager to learn more about 
.the work of Stout graduates in the 


teaching field. Recently Mabel Neer- 
gard of Cudahy Vocational school told 
of her work. More letters like this will 
help the Stoutonia give different and 
new ideas to its teachers. 

“In 1934 we organized an adult day 
class for mothers and out-of-door girls 
who wished to take further work in 
various phases of homemaking. We 
started with a limited number of 
mothers who met one day each week. 
The following year our classes grew 
to such an extent thet we offered the 
work on two days. 

We organized cur day nursery for 


' the benefit of those mothers who had 


small children and wished to attend 
our classes. 

A definte schedule of activity for 
the child is followed daily. In this 
manner we are trying to develop cer- 
tain fundemental and social habits 
necessary for the child’s development. 

An enclosed yard back of the school 
provides an excellent playground for 
the children. We are adding more toys 
as sandbox, juggle board, spring 
our outside 


board, teeter-totter to 


play equipment. 


The immediate repercussions were 
hard to guage. No other conferences 
followed Southeastern’s lead, although 
it was admitted that every conference 
in the country would be affected, how- 
ever little. Southern Conference dele- 
gates, meeting December 14, “post- 
poned” action on the proposal, as did 
the Southwestern conference. 

Day or so later, Southern adopted 
the straight-laced Graham Plan, out- 
lawing any form of aid to athletes. 
Student disapproval of the Graham 
Plan was strong in some places, and 
schools members of the Southern Con- 
ference, yet located in the Southeast- 
ern territory, reported considerable 
confusion. 

Reaction of those controlling foot- 
ball’s destiny was varied. That atti- 
tudes of Dr. John J. Tigert, president 
of the University of Florida, and the 
Big Ten’s mogul, Major John W. Grif- 
fith, were typical: Griffith in comp- 
any with other Big Ten Leaders, 
roundly denounced the idea, while Dr. 
Tigert said: “It’s a constructive step. 
It is the very thing I’ve been working 
toward.” 

But what does it mean? What’s go- 
ing to happen? These questions in 
mind, The Associated Collegiate Press 


sent a questionnaire to its member 


papers. One hundred and fifty-eight 
replies came back, representing 1m- 
portant universities and colleges from 
coast to coast. 

The question: 1. Do you favor indi- 
rect subsidization? (tuition, board and 
room jobs) 

2. There is sentiment for outright aid. 
Do you favor this? Would your 
school? What is your school’s posi- 
tion now? Simon-pure? “Scholar- 
ships?” Indirect? Outright? 

3. What is your paper’s policy? 

Outstanding conclusion to be drawn 
from the poll is that despite wide- 
spread subsidization, despite such 
moves as that made by Southeastern, 
the majority of American college ed- 
itors still don’t like the idea of paying 
athletes, and their attitude is clearly 
a reflection of administration policy. 
Tuition and room-and-board jobs are 
all right said 98 of the editors reply- 
ing; 55 dessented. But 121 editors 
said“no!” to direct, dollars-and-cents 
payment, with only 82 in favor of It. 

To the question: “Would your schoo} 
favor outright aid?” there were but 
nine affirmative answers, and of these 
nine only one stated that the present 
policy of the school was outright aid 
for its athletes: The University of 
Tennessee at Knoxville. 

“Indirect aid,” the quiet doling out 
of tuition and arrangements for room 
and board jobs, is the most favored 
policy today. Of the 158, 72 schools 
are using this method at present. 
“Scholarships” come next in favor, 
with 58, and forty seven schools are 
operating on a strice “Simon-pure” 
policy. 


We are very proud of our orchest- 
ra.

The girls in charge of training the 
children are given special instruction 
during the “Child Care and Training 
Unit” and the “Child Development 
Unit.” Group conferences are held in 
which the girls discuss problems rela- 
tive to the work being carried on. 

At the beginning of the second sem- 
ester a Boys’ Cooking class was start- 
ed after the request of a group of 
boys. At present our work is centered 
around food problems relative to food 
purchasing, food preparation and ser- 
ving. Later on we hope to include 
problems relative to Home manage- 
ment, family relationships and cloth- 
ing selection. 

During various unit of work our 
girls voluntarily work on home econ- 
omics projects relative to the work 
earried on in the school. We have an

We have organized a home econom- 
ics club in connection with the foods 
department. Next semester we hope 
to have membership in the club open 
to all home economics girls and to af- 
filiate with the Wisconsin and Amer- 
ican Home Economics Associations. 
I am enclosing a form of our consti- 
tution. 

This year’s program is based around 
the scale of club awards and the sug- 
gested activities found in the constitu- 
tion. 

So far we have had one girl write 
a play, “St. Patrick’s Country School”. 
This was given in the assembly. Ey- 
ery girl in the club took a part in the 
play. 

The girls’ first candy sale was a 
huge success. In fact they ran out of 
candy and were so enthusiastic over 
it that they wanted to put on another 
candy sale the next day. 

The girls are purchasing a lace tab- 
le cover for the cottage from the re- 
turns of their candy sale. This gift is 
to be presented when they have their 
Mother’s Day party. 

I have given you the high spots in 
the work we have done in the past 
few years.”

“The classroom equipment is all es- 
pecially suited to their needs-books 
with large print on non-glazed paper, 
large print typewriters, tilted desks, 
artificial lighting, double window 
shades rolling from the center-with 
painting and exposure all planned to 
give the best possible lighting. In 1985 
the second class was formed with 
about 15 children in each class unde: 
the guidance of a specialized teacher 
in conservation of sight. 

The routine despensary work at Ka- 
vanakoa experimental school is a form 
of prevention and education. All child- 
ren are weighed each month and in- 
dividual charts are kept by each stu- 
dent. There is minor first aid, care of 
accidents, referring children for cor- 
rection of defect,, control of commun- 
icable diseases, home visits to the sick 
and at times, a fine cooperative effort 
is maintained between the health 
council and Palama, board of health, 
emergency hospital, children’s hospi- 
tal, family doctors and dentists and 
every home.”

In Livest Election Since ‘32 


More Than Three-fourths Of 
Voters Responded To 
Spirited Campaign

John W. Hancher, Pennsylvania- 
born industrial education student, bas- 
ing his appeal to the student voters 
on the need for anti-reverse represen- 
tation by the student government, was 
victor in the annual race for Stout 
Student association president, accor- 
ding to the final check of election re- 
turns last night. 

Alma Rausch, Minneapolis

livliest campaign and election the 
college has witnessed since 1932 when 
a three-vote plurality won the presi- 
dency. 

Christianson Runner-up 

Peter Christianson, followed closely 
by Franklin MacMiller was runner-up 
in the election for president. In the 
election of the secretary Dorothy 
Lloyd was runner-up with a fair lead 
over the third opponent, Jeanette Han 
sen. 

All candidates received substantial 
suport from the students and in many 
cases the outcome of the election was 
not apparent until the closing minutes 
of the ballot count. 

The balloting for the newly elected 
officers ran as follows: John Hancher 
for president, 148; Alma Rausch for 
vice president, 181; Marlys Medtlie 
for secretary, 142; Eugene Neubauer 
for treasurer, 208. 

More than three-fourths of the stu- 
dent body turned out yesterday aiter- 
noon to cast a total of 335 votes. The 
election followed a series of spirited 
campaign speeches held during the 
student assembly in the morning. 

Brings Out Heat 

An active two-week campaign by 
the presidential candidates brought 
out heated discussions in a few places 
among the students. In some cases 
students who formerly were friendly 
to one another became cool and dis- 
tant. 

The campaign took on all the color 
of big-time politics. Posters, banners, 
-and street signs were placed all over 
-the campus. The girls dormitories 
were recipients of four dozen of cam-

or who wish to work out a separate 
course in consumer education for use 
in their own schools. 

A survey of the leading courses in 
consumer economics will be made. 
Among the general topics to be con- 
sidered are: the kind and reliability 
of sources of information about con- 
sumer goods; present organizations to 
help the consumer and the probable 
future of consumer organization; the 
relation of the federal government to 
the consumer; the need of adequate 
food and drug legislation; the need of 
consumer standards and informative 
labeling; advertising and the con- 
sumer; and the place of the coopera- 
tive movement in a program of con 
sumer action. 

There are six short-units in the 1936 
summer session. In addition to the a- 
bove short unit in consumer educa- 
tion, the first three weeks, there will 
also be Education 472s, Coordination 
in Vocational Education, and Indus- 
trial Education 469s, Curriculum Con- 
struction in Industrial Education. 

In Education 472s, Mr. R. L. Welch 
will be chairman with Mr. N. B. Giles, 
Special Agent U. S. Office of Eduea- 
tion, and Mr. W. F. Faulkes, State 
Supervisor or Rehabilitation for Wis- 
consin, as consultants. Industrial Ed- 
ucation 469s will be under Mr. A. C. 
Tagg, Director of Industrial Educa- 
tion, Dearborn, Michigan. 

During the second three weeks, the 
three short units will be as follows;
